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General  Information. 

HISTORICAL. 

The  State  Noimal  School  of  Wayne,  Nebraska,  open- 
ed its  doors  September  19,  1910.  However,  a  worthy 
predecessor  of  this  institution  had  been  in  operation  on 
the  site  of  the  present  State  Normal  School  since  the  fall 
of  1891.  Along  with  the  buildings  and  other  property 
of  the  foimer  institution,  this  school  has  inherited  the 
good  will  and  the  results  of  the  labors  of  the  Nebraska 
Normal  College,  whose  work  closed  with  the  opening  of 
the  new  school.  It  is  therefore  fitting  that  the  following 
report  of  the  organization  and  early  history  of  the  Ne- 
braska Normal  College,  written  by  the  late  Professor 
J.  M.  Pile  and  published  in  the  seventeenth  biennial 
report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,, 
be  here  reproduced: 

"By  the  time  Wayne rs  population  numbered  l,000r 
her  enterprising  citizens  and  those  of  the  vicinity  began 
the  consideration  of  securing  an  educational  institution 
other  than  the  public  school.  During  the  latter  '80s  a 
Lutheran  Academy  vas  organized  and  carried  on  the 
work  in  temporary  quarters  two  years.  Funds  were  sub- 
scribed, a  site  was  selected,  followed  by  the  excavation 
for  a  building.  Some  differences  arose  among  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  fund;  the  school  was  closed  and  the 
scheme  abandoned.  A  summer  normal  of  ten  weeks  was 
conducted  in  the  public  school  building  in  1891  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  Wayne  county  and 
the  principal  of  the  Wayne  school,  assisted  by  J.  M.  Pile. 
The  success  of  this  session,  which  was  largely  attended 
by  teachers  of  several  counties  of  northeast  Nebraska, 
called  forth  a  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a  normal 
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school.  Funds  were  soon  raised  to  purchase  grounds, 
and  to  build  and  equip  a  suitable  building  for  the  pur- 
pose. A  committee  or  board  of  trustees  was  authorized 
to  complete  arrangements  for  the  organization  of  the 
school.  This  committee  elected  J.  M.  Pile  president, 
tendered  the  property  to  him  free  of  rent  for  a  term  of 
five  years  coupled  with  the  agreement  that  same  should 
be  deeded  free  from  indebtedness  to  him  at  the  expira- 
tion of  this  time  if  he  should  organize  and  conduct  a  nor- 
mal whose  minimum  attendance  of  students  the  fifth  year 
should  not  be  less  than  200.  The  school  was  opened  in 
temporary  quarters  in  November,  1891.  In  September,. 
1892,  school  opened  in  the  new  college  building.  A  small 
dormitory  had  been  erected  during  the  summer.  At  the 
close  of  the  five-year  period,  the  property  was  deeded  per 
agreement.  From  this  time,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
citizens,  new  buildings  were  erected  to  meet  the  growing 
demands  of  the  school." 

On  January  23,  1909,  a  bill  providing  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Nebraska  Normal  College  for  a  state  normal 
school  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  Honorable  Adam  Pilger  of  Stanton.  It  was  placed 
on  final  passage  in  the  House  March  18,  1909,  and  was 
signed  by  the  Governor  April  6,  1909. 

This  measure  authorized  the  Board  of  Education 
of  State  Normal  Schools  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Nebraska  Normal  College  for  the  pur- 
chase of  said  institution,  and  all  property  belonging 
thereto,  and  provided  that  when  such  purchase  was  made 
the  same  should  be  used  as  a  state  normal  school  under 
the  sole  control  of  the  Boa?d  of  Education,  and  for  the 
same  purposes  and  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  same 
provisions  of  law  regulating  and  governing  the  present 
state  normal  schools  at  Peru  and  Kearney. 

The  Board  of  Education  complied  with  all  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  law  and  purchased  the  property,  consist- 
ing of  the  college  building,  auditorium,  five  dormitories, 
president's  residence,  power  and  heating  plant,  the  per- 
sonal equipment  of  the  school,  and  thirteen  acres  of  land 
known  as  the  college  campus,  paying  therefor  $70,000. 
The  Attorney  General  approved  the  deed,  and  the  deed 
and  abstract  of  title  have  been  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Lands  and  Buildings.  Following  this, 
Superintendent  U.  S.  Conn  of  Columbus  was  elected  to 
the  presidency  of  the  new  school. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at  Peru,  Nebraska, 
on  July  27,  1910,  a  motion  was  adopted  fixing  the  open- 
ing date  September  19,  1910.  At  the  same  meeting  a 
faculty  of  fifteen  members  was  selected  to  begin  work 
at  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  school  opened  with  only  a 
brief  preliminary  announcement,  the  attendance  from  the 
beginning  is  very  gratifying.  The  number  of  students 
enrolled  in  the  first  semester  was  285,  which  was  in- 
creased to  538  before  the  close  of  the  year.  To  meet  the 
needs  of  a  rapidly  growing  school  seven  members  have 
recently  been  added  to  the  teaching  force,  and  new  equip- 
ment provided  in  all  departments.  The  legislative  ses- 
sion of  1911  made  an  appropriation  of  $55,000  for  a 
Library  and  Sc'ence  Hall,  ard  made  a  liberal  allowance 
for  general  maintenance. 

The  interest  shown  in  the  school  from  the  beginning 
indicates  that  the  legislature  acted  wisely  in  establishing 
a  state  normal  school  in  northeast  Nebraska,  and  the  at- 
tendance during  the  first  year  gives  every  assurance  that 
the  school  at  Wayne  will  be  one  of  the  large  educational 
institutions  of  the  state.

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LOCATION. 

The  State  Norma]  School  is  located  at  Wayne,  the 
county  seal  of  Wayne  county,  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  and  Omaha  railroad.  It  is  forty-five  miles 
from  Sioux  City,  twenty-eighl  miles  from  Norfolk,  and 
113  miles  from  Omaha,  Wayne  is  a  growing  city  with  a 
present  population  of  about  2,500,  and  is  in  every  respect 
an  ideal  place  for  a  school.  It  has  no  saloons  and  the 
spirit  of  its  citizens  seems  to  indicate  that  it  never  will 
have  again.  The  city  is  one  of  Christian  homes,  and  con- 
tains churches  of  all  the  leading  denominations.  It  af- 
fords to  all  students  a  good  opportunity  in  literary,  social 
and  religious  culture,  and  those  who  come  to  Wayne  are 
sure  of  a  cordial  welcome  from  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  Normal  School  grounds  are  located  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  city  and  contain  thirteen  acres.  The 
campus  is  ornamented  with  hundreds  of  beautiful  trees, 
which  serve  as  a  protection  in  the  winter  and  afford  a 
refreshing  shade  in  the  summer.  The  buildings  consist 
of  two  large  brick  school  buildings,  five  dormitories, 
president's  residence  and  power  and  heating  plant.  The 
contract  has  been  let  for  the  erection  of  a  $55,000  library 
and  science  hall.  This  will  be  a  strictly  modern,  fire- 
proof building.  The  entire  first  floor  will  be  devoted 
to  the  needs  of  the  library  and  reference  rooms,  while 
the  second  and  tl.ird  floors  will  have  laboratories  and 
recitation  rooms  for  biology,  physical  science,  domestic 
science,  agriculture  and  geography. 

PURPOSK  OF  TIIK  SCHOOL. 

The  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  prepare  teachers  for 
work  in  the  various  mades  of  public  schools  in  Nebraska. 
Two  important  factors  ate  recognized  in  the  teacher's 
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preparation— method  and  matter.  No  school  which  con- 
fines all  its  energies  in  training  teachers  to  methods  can 
be  a  success.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  long  been  agreed 
by  educators  that  mere  knowledge  of  a  subject  is  no 
evidence  of  ability  to  teach  it.  We  recognize  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  "how"  as  well  as  a  "what"  to  teach, 
and  in  the  work  of  the  Normal  such  a  blending  of  the 
subject  matter  with  professional  work  is  attained  that 
those  who  graduate  here  are  well  equipped  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  technical  knowledge  and  professional  skill. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Graduates  of  four-year  high  schools  are  admitted  to 
the  Junior  classes. 

Graduates  of  three-year  high  schools  are  admitted 
to  the  Sophomore  classes. 

Graduates  of  two-year  high  schools  or  those  who 
have  completed  the  tenth  grade  are  admitted  to  the 
Freshman  classes. 

Mature  students  who  have  completed  the  eighth 
grade  of  rural  schools  are  admitted  to  preparatory  de- 
partment. 

Teachers  who  hold  second  grade  certificates  may 
be  matriculated  as  Freshmen. 

Students  living  in  city  districts  who  have  not  com- 
pleted the  tenth  grade  cannot  be  admitted. 

In  case  of  doubt  as  to  what  your  classification  will 
be,  it  is  best  to  write  to  the  President  or  Registrar  for 
further  information.  Students  will  be  admitted  at  any 
time,  but  it  is  much  to  the  advantage  of  every  student 
to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester  either  in  Sep- 
tember or  the  latter  part  of  January. 

EXPENSES. 
Tuition  is  free  in  all  departments  of  the  school.  Each 
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student,  however,  pays  a  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars 
on  first  registering.  This  fee  is  paid  but  once  and  entitles 
the  student  to  a  life  membership  in  the  institution. 

Eooms  in  the  halls,  steam  heated  and  electric  lighted, 
are  50  cents  a  week  for  each  student.  All  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  bed,  mattress,  springs,  pillows,  one  blanket, 
wash  stand,  wash  bowl,  pitcher,  two  chairs  and  student 's 
table.  Bath  rooms  and  a  laundry  have  been  equipped 
for  the  free  use  of  students.  Students  who  make  their 
home  in  the  halls  should  bring  pillow  cases,  sheets,  towels 
and  such  articles  as  they  wish  for  the  adornment  of  the 
room.  Board  is  $2.50  to  $3.25  per  week.  Board  in  pri- 
vate families  may  be  secured  at  $4.00  to  $4.50  per  week. 

Text-books  in  all  departments  are  furnished  for  a 
rental  fee  of  10  cents  a  book  for  each  half  semester.  It 
is  necessary  for  the  student  to  deposit  $3.00  with  the 
registrar  when  the  books  are  received  to  cover  their  safe 
return.  The  deposit  less  the  rental  charge  is  refunded  on 
the  return  of  the  book.  Any  available  text-book  should 
be  brought  from  home  by  the  student. 

The  total  necessary  expense  of  attending  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Wayne  for  a  year  of  thirty-six  weeks, 
including  entrance  fee,  board,  room,  heat,  light  and  text- 
books, need  not  exceed  $115.00. 

CERTIFICATES  GRANTED. 

An  Elementary  State  Certificate  is  granted  on  the 
completion  of  the  Teachers'  Training  Course.  An  Ele- 
mentary State  Certificate  may  also  be  granted  to  those 
who  complete  the  work  of  the  Junior  year. 

The  Diploma,  or  First  Grade  State  Certificate,  is 
granted  on  the  completion  of  the  advanced  course. 

The  Professional  Life  Certificate  is  granted  on  the 
completion  of  the  advanced  course  if  the  candidate  has 
had  three  years'  successful  experience  in  teaching.  Any 
graduate  of  the  advanced  course,  who  shall  after  gradua- 
tion teach  successfully  two  annual  terms  of  school  of 
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not  less  than  six  months  each,  is  granted  the  Professional 
State  Certificate  good  for  life. 

TIME  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CERTIFICATION  AND 
GRADUATION. 

For  the  Elementary  State  Certificate  the  minimum 
time  attendance  is  132  weeks  above  the  eighth  grade  in 
an  accredited  school. 

The  re-issuance  of  the  Elementary  State  Certificate 
shall  be  based  on  twenty-four  weeks  of  additional  satis- 
factory work  in  the  institution  granting  the  certificate, 
making  the  total  time  attendance  for  the  re-issuance  of 
such  certificate  156  weeks  above  the  eighth  grade. 

For  the  First  Grade  State  Certificate  the  minimum 
time  attendance  is  196  weeks  above  the  eighth  grade  in 
an  accredited  school. 

A  resident  attendance  of  at  least  twenty-four  weeks- 
is  required  for  the  issuance  of  any  grade  of  certificate. 

EQUIVALENTS. 

In  order  that  proper  credit  may  be  given  experienced 
teachers  who  have  pursued  lines  of  work  while  teaching, 
or  who  have  studied  in  non-accredited  schools,  the  fol- 
lowing system  of  time  credits  was  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Education: 

1.  Students  who  have  studied  in  non-accredited  in- 
stitutions and  afterwards  passed  a  creditable  examina- 
tion in  secondary  subjects  under  the  uniform  state  exam- 
inations shall  be  given  credit  for  four  weeks '  attendance 
for  each  credit  point  earned.  In  such  subjects  as  are 
not  included  in  uniform  examination,  the  examination 
may  be  given  by  heads  of  departments  granting  accredit- 
ment.  A  credit  point  is  defined  as  one  full  study  carried 
for  one  semester  five  periods  each  week.  No  credit  shall 
be  given  for  time  on  subjects  taken  in  examination  if 
credit  is  already  given  for  attendance  in  accredited  high 
schools  where  such  subjects  have  been  pursued  as  re- 
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views.  In  all  subjects  taken  under  uniform  examinations 
or  given  by  heads  of  departments  to  test  work  taken  in 
non-accredited  schools,  80  per  cent  shall  be  the  minimum 
grade  on  which  credit  shall  be  given. 

2.  Students  taking  work  in  absentia  under  the  reg- 
ular instructors  of  the  school  shall  be  given  four  weeks' 
attendance  for  each  credit  point  earned. 

3.  For  teaching  experience  two  weeks'  time  credit 
may  be  given  for  each  year  of  successful  experience  in 
teaching  or  in  supervisory  work,  provided  that  in  no  in- 
stance more  than  sixteen  weeks'  credit  on  attendance 
shall  be  given  for  such  experience.  The  regular  nine 
months'  term  shall  be  considered  as  the  standard,  but 
eight  months  may  be  considered  as  one  year  in  case  the 
applicant  for  time  accreditment  has  taught  in  schools 
providing  less  than  nine  months  in  each  year. 

WORK  IN  ABSENTIA. 

In  order  to  aid  the  ambitious  teacher  who  seeks  to 
add  to  his  professional  training  without  loss  of  time 
from  the  school  room  courses  are  offered  which  may  be 
carried  on  in  absentia.  During  the  past  year  a  number 
of  teachers  from  neighboring  towns  have  taken  advanced 
work  in  this  institution,  being  present  at  classes  on  Sat- 
urdays. For  such  work  full  credit  is  given  on  the  records 
of  the  Normal  School.  A  number  of  experienced  teachers 
have  indicated  an  intention  to  do  such  work  the  coming 
year  with  a  view  to  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Education.  The  opportunity  to  increase  in  this  manner 
the  professional  efficiency  of  the  teachers  of  this  section 
of  the  state  is  urged  upon  all  who  can  reach  the  Normal 
on  Saturdays;  or,  if  this  is  not  possible,  to  enroll  for  a 
course  to  be  taken  entirely  by  correspondence.  Work  in 
English,  History,  Economics,  Sociology,  Education,  and 
in  any  of  the  Sciences  may  be  arranged.  Write  the  Pres- 
ident if  you  have  in  mind  to  continue  your  studies  dur- 
ing the  year. 
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BACHELOB  OF  EDUCATION  DEGREE. 

The  degree  Bachelor  of  Education  will  be  granted 
to  all  students  who  complete  two  years  of  college  work 
beyond  the  advanced  course  of  this  institution.  This 
degree  will  be  granted  also  to  those  who  take  their  last 
one  or  two  years  at  the  University  or  in  a  college  of  equal 
rank. 

The  scholarship  requirement  for  this  degree  is  the 
same  as  that  required  for  degrees  issued  by  colleges  and 
universities. 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

The  Summer  School  has  become  a  permanent  feature 
in  the  work  of  a  normal  school.  Its  purpose  is  to  place 
the  advantages  of  the  Normal  within  the  reach  of  those 
who  cannot  attend  during  the  regular  year.  Full  credit 
will  be  given  for  all  work  done  and  those  who  remain  the 
entire  term  will  be  able  to  make  a  half  semester's  credit 
toward  a  state  certificate,  or  toward  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Education.  The  term  is  eight  weeks  in 
length,  and  by  attending  four  summer  sessions  a  student 
will  be  able  to  do  a  full  year  of  college  work.  The  sum- 
mer session  for  1912  begins  June  4  and  closes  July 
26.  Full  information  concerning  the  summer  school  is 
given  in  a  separate  bulletin  which  will  be  sent  on  ap- 
plication. 

THE  LIBRARY. 

A  library  of  several  thousand  volumes  is  available 
for  the  free  use  of  students.  The  books  have  been  care- 
fully selected  with  a  view  to  the  special  needs  of  a  nor- 
mal school,  and  the  library  is  particularly  strong  in  liter- 
ature, history,  science  and  education.  It  includes  the 
standard  reference  works  of  the  day,  together  with  a 
large  amount  of  literature  to  supplement  the  daily  work 
in  the  class  room.  More  than  $2,000  will  be  expended  for 
reference  books  the  coming  year. 

The  reading  room  contains  a  large  number  of  the 
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leading  magazines,  educational    periodicals    and    many 
other  publications  of  general  interest. 

The  library  is  under  the  care  of  an  experienced  li- 
brarian and  is  open  to  students  every  school  day  of  the 
week  and  for  one-half  day  on  Saturday. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  school  maintains  two  strong  literary  societies. 
the  Philomathean  and  the  Crescent.  These  social ie^  are 
managed  by  the  student  members,  and  the  work  is  car- 
ried on  under  the  direction  of  the  faculty.  All  students 
are  encouraged  to  become  members  of  either  of  these  so- 
cieties, as  they  offer  excellent  opportunity  for  practice 
in  debate,  dramatics,  and  parliamentary  usage.  Regu- 
lar sessions  are  held  every  Friday  evening  and  an  open 
session  given  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Christian  organizations  of  the  school  consist  of 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  association,  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  association,  and  the  Normal  Catholic 
club.  Each  of  these  organizations  hold  regular  weekly 
devotional  meetings  and  a  union  service  is  held  every 
month.  They  arrange  many  enjoyable  social  events  dur- 
ing the  year  and  exert  a  wholesome  influence  on  the  life 
of  the  school.  Committees  of  these  associations  meet 
trains  at  the  opening  of  each  semester  to  welcome  new 
students  and  assist  them  in  every  way  possible. 

ATHLETICS. 

Athletics  are  encouraged  by  the  school  and  out-door 
sports  carried  on  under  reasonable  regulation.  Football, 
baseball,  basket  ball  and  track  work  may  be  participated 
in  by  any  student  who  desires  the  same.  The  young  la- 
dies have  their  tennis  courts  and  basket  ball  teams  and 
take  an  active  interest  in  out-door  exercises.  An  Ath- 
letic Association  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  and  directing  the  various  forms  of  athletics. 
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TEACHERS '  BUREAU. 
Trained  teachers  are  in  demand  in  all  the  best 
schools  of  Nebraska.  There  is  a  rapidly  increasing  de- 
mand upon  all  the  normal  schools  for  such  teachers.  To 
meet  this  demand  the  State  Normal  School  of  Wayne 
maintains  a  teachers'  bureau  whose  purpose  is  to  secure 
for  its  students,  without  charge,  suitable  positions,  and 
to  aid  school  officers  in  selecting  efficient  teachers. 


Courses  of  Study. 

SPECIAL  PREPARATORY  COURSE. 

This  course  is  designed  for  mature  students  who  do 
not  feel  that  they  can  remain  in  school  until  they  have 
completed  the  entire  six  years  above  the  eighth  grade 
required  for  the  advanced  course.  It  is  especially  in- 
tended for  those  who  desire  to  teach  on  a  second  grade 
county  certificate.

It  re- 
quires two  years  for  its  completion  and  prepares  for  the 
Freshman  classes.

DEPARTMENT  OF  BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCES. 
Mr.  Hickman. 

Botany. 
Course  I.  This  is  a  general  course  in  the  structure 
and  physiology  of  seed  plants,  beginning  with  the  study 
of  seeds  and  seedlings.  It  includes  the  analysis  and  iden- 
tification of  phaenerogams,  the  collection  of  an  herba- 
rium, and  the  study  of  economic  botany.  Three  periods 
class  work,  four  periods  laboratory  per  week.  Five 
hours  credit. 
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Course  II.  This  course  includes  a  detailed  study  of 
type  forms  and  structural  features.  Specimens  found  in 
Course  II  of  the  State  University  will  be  studied  under 
the  compound  microscope,  and  this  will  be  supplemented 
by  such  other  cryptogams  as  the  student  may  collect  in 
his  field  excursions.  Three  periods  class  work,  four 
hours  laboratory  per  week.     Five  hours  credit. 

Physiology. 

Course  I.  This  is  a  general  course  and  review  for 
those  preparing  to  take  the  state  examination.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  sanitary  science  and  hygiene,  public 
health,  methods  of  teaching.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  is  an  advanced  course  in  the  sub- 
ject, and  presupposes  a  general  knowledge  of  physics, 
chemistry  and  zoology.  Four  hours  recitation.  Two 
hours  laboratory.     Five  hours  credit. 

Zoology. 

Course  I.  This  course  includes  microscopic  work 
and  field  work  together  with  a  general  survey  of  the  sub- 
ject such  as  is  required  of  those  who  are  preparing  to 
pass  the  state  examination.  Three  hours  recitation,  four 
hours  laboratory.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  is  a  more  advanced  course  includ- 
ing microscopic  work.  Special  attention  given  to  the 
relationship,  development  and  economic  importance  of 
invertebrates.  Three  hours  recitation.  Four  hours 
laboratory  work.    Five  hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE. 

J.  M.  Wiley. 

Mrs.  Lewis. 

The  aim  of  the  commercial  department  is  to  prepare 

teachers  for  this  work  in    high    schools.      Those    who 

complete  the  four  years'  course  here  outlined  and  who 

have  in  addition  covered  all  the  work  included  in  first 

grade    county    and    first    grade    state    certificates    will 

be  granted  a  diploma  from  our  advanced  course.     The 
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course  is  open  to  all  students  who  are  eligible  to  entrance. 
To  those  who  do  not  take  the  entire  work  a  certificate 
of  attainment  may  be  issued  from  the  department  at  the 
end  of  the  third  year.  Drawing  and  vocal  music  are  re- 
quired in  this  as  in  the  other  courses. 

Shorthand. 

Course  I.  Theory  of  Shorthand.  Easy  dictation. 
Shorthand  manual  completed.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  Business  letters,  general  dictation,  legal 
forms,  speed  practice  and  phrasing.  Gregg  system  is 
taught.     Five  hours  credit. 

Typewriting. 

This  department  is  furnished  with  the  most  popular 
makes  of  typewriters.  The  touch  system  with  blind  key- 
board is  taught.  Daily  practice  of  at  least  one  hour  per 
day  is  required.  Special  attention  given  to  business  cor- 
respondence, business  and  legal  forms. 
Commercial  Law. 

One  semester  is  devoted  to  this  subject.  It  includes 
contracts,  negotiable  papers,  agency,  partnership,  cor- 
porations, insurance,  transfer  of  real  estate  and  chattel 
mortgages.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  law  of  business  practice.  Five  hours 
creo-it.  Penmanship. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  free  movement,  easy, 
healthful  position  and  correct  form.  Those  doing  the 
work  conscientiously  will  be  master  not  only  of  hand- 
writing which  has  a  commercial  value  but  will  be  able  to 
teach  the  subject  intelligently  and  properly.  The  work  is 
in  charge  of  Professor  J.  M.  Wiley  who  is  one  of  the  most 
successful  and  expert  penmen  in  the  West.  This  work 
is  open  to  all  grades  of  students. 

Bookkeeping. 

Course  I.  Beginning  Bookkeeping — This  includes 
definitions,  journalizing,  single  and  double  entry,  trial 
balance,  financial  statements  and  business  forms.  Five 
hom>  credit. 
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Course  II.  Advanced  Bookkeeping — The  work  of 
this  course  includes  jobbing  and  commission,  wholesal- 
ing, lumbering,  manufacturing  sets,  the  use  of  the  sales 
and  cash  book  and  the  latest  improved  methods  as  prac- 
ticed by  the  business  world.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  Special  Accountancy — This  includes  a 
general  survey  of  business  forms,  special  applications  of 
bookkeeping  to  the  needs  of  the  expert  accountant.  Five 
hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  DRAWING  AND  INDUSTRIAL 

Miss  Killen. 
ART. 

Drawing. 

Course  I.  Beginning  Drawing — This  course  covers 
briefly  the  object  of  drawing,  perspective,  design,  land- 
scape, free  illustration,  picture  studying,  lettering,  col- 
or facts  and  such  other  work  as  prepare  for  the  second 
grade  certificate  examination.  One  article  will  be  de- 
signed and  made  in  this  class.     Two  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  I,  intro- 
ducing charcoal  work.  More  advanced  water  color  and 
design.  One  day  each  week  is  given  to  the  study  of  art 
history.  One  useful  article  is  designed  and  made.  Three 
hours  credit. 

Course  III.     Advanced  Drawing — This  course  is  ad- 
vanced work  and  requires  two  periods  a  day.     Special 
attention  is  given  to  water  colors,  crafts  or  applied  de- 
sign, figure  work  and  art  history.    Four  hours  credit. 
Clay  Modeling. 

Course  I.  This  course  includes  modeling  in  relief 
and  in  the  round  of  animals,  of  vegetables  and  design. 
The  building  of  pottery,  glazing  and  firing  are  also  dem- 
onstrated. This  work  is  directly  related  to  drawing  and 
is  planned  especially  for  the  work  in  the  elementary 
grade.    Two  hours  credit. 
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Industrial  Work. 
Course  I.  This  work  is  intended  to  meet  the  special 
needs  of  the  first  five  grades  in  handwork.  It  is  a  sane, 
practical  presentation  of  work  which  can  be  done  and 
should  be  done  in  every  public  school.  No  attempt  is 
made  to  introduce  novelty  into  the  work  but  the  student- 
teacher  is  shown  not  only  what  to  do  but  how  to  do  it.  It 
includes  paper  folding,  paper  weaving,  raffia  and  reed 
work,  hammock  making,  simple  form  of  book  binding, 
basketry,  harmony  of  colors,  and  designing.  This  work  is 
open  to  all  who  are  preparing  to  teach.  It  is  introductory 
to  the  more  advanced  manual  training.  Is  absolutely  es- 
sential to  the  needs  of  the  primary,  kindergarten  and 
rural  teacher.    Two  hours  credit.

Course  I.     Elementary  Psychology — A  study  of  the 
conditions,  processes  and  laws  of  mental  development. 
Emphasis  placed  on  mental  activity  and  such  psycholog- 
ical principles  as  are  necessary  for  an  intelligent  study  of 
educational  problems.     The  required  psychology  of  the 
Junior  year.    Five  hours  attendance.    Five  hours  credit. 
Texts:     Titchener,  Angell  and  Reference  Library. 
Course  II.    Advanced  Psychology — A  study,  in  some 
detail,  of  attention,  perception,  memory  and  imagina- 
tion, action,  emotion,  and  thought.     Emphasis    on    ex- 
perimental methods  and  experimental  results.     Presup- 
poses Elementary  Psychology.     Five  hours  attendance. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  Experimental  Psychology — Laboratory 
experiments  on  sensation,  perception,  attention,  memory, 
emotion,  the  simple  and  compound  reaction.  Two  and 
ono-half  hours  credit. 
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Course  IV.  Educational  Psychology — Applies  the 
principles  of  psychology  to  the  principles  of  teaching. 
Experimental  study  of  special  problems  in  education: 
such  as  psychological  problems  in  reading,  in  spelling, 
individual  differences,  causes  of  retardation,  causes  of 
elimination,  etc.,  etc.  Presupposes  Elementary  Psychol- 
ogy.   Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 

Course  V.  Child  Psychology — A  study  of  both  nor- 
mal and  abnormal  mental  conditions  in  child  life.  Em- 
phasis on  the  fundamental  importance  of  child  psychol- 
ogy to  the  teacher.  Presupposes  Elementary  Psychology. 
Two  and  one-half  hours  credit. 

Course  VI.  Social  Psychology— A  study  of  the  psy- 
chic influence  between  the  individual  and  the  group  to 
which  he  belongs.  Emphasis  on  the  influence  of  the 
group  spirit  over  the  child;  the  school  spirit — how  to 
control  and  use  it  in  the  management  of  the  school.  Ele- 
mentary Psychology  should  precede  this  course.  Three 
hours  credit. 

Course  VII.  Theory  of  Education — Presupposes  a 
knowledge  of  the  elements  of  psychology,  Course  I.  A 
study  of  the  meaning  of  education,  the  materials  of  edu- 
cation, the  child 's  native  instincts  and  capacities  for  edu- 
cation, apperception,  interest  and  effort,  attention,  indi- 
vidual differences  as  determined  by  heredity,  environ- 
ment and  will,  exceptional  children,  elimination  and  re- 
tardation, the  recitation,  how  to  study,  and  discipline. 
A  reading  course  with  syllabi  and  thesis.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  VIII.  Philosophy  of  Education — Presuppos- 
es Psychology  and  Theory  of  Education.  Last  semester, 
Senior  year.    Five  hours  credit. 

Texts:     Home  and  Rosenkranz. 

Course  IX.  School  Administration  and  Supervision 
— A  course  for  principals  and  superintendents  only.    Ar- 
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rangements  may  be  made  whereby  the  work  may  be  done 
in  absentia. 

Course  X.  History  of  Education — A  study  of  tend- 
encies in  education  rather  than  biographies;  a  generic 
study  of  educational  principles  and  practices.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Text :  Monroe. 

Course  XI.  Didactics — An  elementary  course  in  the 
Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching  for  members  of  the  Training 
Class  and  other  beginners  in  the  subject. 

Course  XII.  Observation  and  Methods — A  con- 
crete study  of  teaqhing  and  management  as  exemplified 
by  model  teachers.  For  members  of  the  Training  Class. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XIII.  Continuation  of  Course  XII — Five 
hours  credit. 

Course  XIV.  Observation  and  Methods — A  study  of 
expert  teaching  by  observation  and  conference  discus- 
sions. A  reading  course  on  methods  of  teaching  and  man- 
agement. A  rational  preparation  for  practice  teaching. 
Open  to  Juniors.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XV.  Kindergarten  Observation  and  Meth- 
ods— A  study  of  kindergarten  principles  and  methods  by 
observation  and  conference  discussions.  A  study  of  kin- 
dergarten literature,  especially  of  the  writings  of  Froebel. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XVI.  Practice  Teaching — All  teaching  is 
done  in  the  Model  School  under  the  management  of  the 
department  of  education.  Lessons  to  be  taught  by  the 
student-teacher  are  carefully  planned  and  approved  by 
one  of  the  critic  teachers.  Each  student-teacher  prac- 
tices one  hour  daily  for  one  year  under  sympathetic, 
helpful  guidance  of  the  critic  teacher  in  charge.  Work 
differentiated  to  suit  needs  of  principals,  high  school, 
grammar  grade  and  primary  teachers.    Five  hours  credit. 
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Course  XVII.  Continuation  of  Course  XVI — Five 
hours  credit. 

Course  XVIII.  Kindergarten  Practice  —  Actual 
teaching  in  a  model  kindergarten  under  guidance  of  the 
kindergarten  critics.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XIX.  Continuation  of  Course  XVIII — Five 
hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH. 

Mr.  House. 

Miss  McBeth. 

Course  I.  English  Grammar — The  work  of  this 
course  covers  the  essentials  of  the  subject.  Special  atten- 
tion given  to  case,  relative  pronoun,  verb  forms,  parti- 
ciples and  infinitives.  It  gives  the  pupil  a  broad,  definite 
view  of  the  subject.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  course  is  a  general  review  of  Eng- 
lish grammar  and  deals  with  certain  technicalities  and 
methods  of  presentation.  Required  of  all  Seniors.  Two 
and  one-half  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  English  Composition — This  course  deals 
with  the  elementary  phase  of  composition.  Outlining, 
capitalizing,  paragraphing,  punctuating,  letter  writing, 
theme  work  and  description,  narration  and  reproduction 
receive  careful  consideration.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  IV.  Rhetoric — This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  III,  and  includes  a  special  study  of  diction,  a  brief 
consideration  of  word  analysis,  the  mechanical  construc- 
tion of  poetry,  figures  of  speech  and  the  classification  of 
the  various  forms  of  metrical  discourse.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  V.  American  Literature — This  is  an  elemen- 
tary course  intended  for  all  who  expect  to  teach.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  juvenile  literature,  especially  the 
work  of  such  writers  as  Riley,  Field,  the  Cary  Sisters, 
Josephine  Dodge  Daskim,  Longfellow  and  many  others 
who  have  contributed  to  literature  for  children.     This 
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course  considers  the  kind  of  literature  in  which  children 
are  most  interested,  and  is  therefore  a  very  necessary 
preparation  for  the  teacher  in  both  language  and  read- 
ing.   Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VI.  General  Literature  —  Historical  and 
Critical.  Considers  not  only  certain  typical  selections  in 
English  but  to  some  extent  translations  from  the  classics 
of  other  languages.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VII.  Writing  and  Speaking — Students  are 
required  to  write  daily  themes.  Much  emphasis  is  placed 
on  oral  work  and  at  least  one  public  appearance  is  re- 
quired of  each  student.  This  is  the  work  for  all  Juniors. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VIII.  Browning's  Lyrics — Men  and  women. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  IX.  Browning's  Tragedies — Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  X.  Tennyson — The  Princess.  The  Idyls  of 
the  King.  In  Memoriam.  In  connection  with  this  course 
as  well  as  with  the  literature  of  all  other  courses  con- 
temporary writers  and  productions  are  considered  in- 
cidentally.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XI.  Debating — This  is  a  study  of  the  sci- 
ence and  art  of  debate.  Ample  opportunity  is  given  for 
practice.  This  course  is  open  to  all  students  in  the  regu- 
lar Normal  work.    Two  hours  credit. 

Course  XII.  Advanced  Grammar — This  is  a  course 
in  which  the  difficulties,  intricacies  and  technicalities  of 
the  English  language  are  critically  considered.  This 
work  is  open  to  advanced  students  only.  Five  hours 
credit. 

DEPAETMENT    OF   GEOGRAPHY,   AGRICULTURE 

AND   GEOLOGY. 

Mr.  Lackey. 

Geography. 

Course  I.     A  general  survey  of  the  subject.    Special 
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attention  given  to  the  geography  of  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere. The  topography  and  drainage,  the  geographic 
control  of  settlement  and  the  development  of  industries 
as  well  as  the  structure  and  growth  of  the  continents  are 
carefully  considered.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  A  course  similar  to  Course  I,  but  is  de- 
voted to  the  Eastern  Hemisphere  in  general  and  Europe 
in  particular.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  This  course  is  given  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  teacher.  Both  subject  matter  and  method 
are  emphasized.  The  purpose  and  management  of  field 
work  and  excursions  as  well  as  a  few  type  subjects  re- 
ceive special  attention.  One-half  semester  is  devoted  to 
this  course  and  it  is  open  to  Seniors  or  to  advanced 
students  preparing  to  teach.  Two  and  one-half  hours 
credit. 

Course  IV.  Physical  Geography — This  course  in- 
cludes the  consideration  of  the  physical  features  of  the 
earth 's  surface,  distribution  of  land  and  water,  life  forms 
and  such  a  presentation  as  is  necessary  for  a  general  un- 
derstanding of  the  subject.     Five  hours  credit. 

Agriculture. 

Course  I.  This  is  a  general  course  into  which  any- 
one may  enter.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  aid  the 
students  in  a  knowledge  of  scientific  agriculture  and  to 
show  the  relation  of  these  scientific  facts  to  farm  prac- 
tice. Special  attention  is  given  to  the  improvement  of 
plants  and  animals,  propagation  of  plants,  plant  foods, 
soils,  soil  fertility,  farm  crops  and  their  enemies.  Five 
hours  credit. 

Geology. 

Course  I.  This  is  a  general  course  and  includes 
dynamical,  structural  and  historical  geology  of  United 
States,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  geology  of  Ne- 
braska.    Five  hours  credit. 
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DEPAETMENT  OF  GERMAN. 
Miss  Kingsbury. 

German  in  all  the  courses  as  far  as  possible  is  the 
language  of  the  class  room. 

Course  I.  Elementary  grammar,  reading  and  con- 
versation. Special  attention  is  given  to  phonetics.  Text: 
Spanhoofd's  Lehrbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache.  Five 
hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  I.  Span- 
hoof  d  is  completed.  Guerber's  Maerchen  und  Erzaeh- 
lungen  is  begun  and  completed.  Conversation  and  learn- 
ing of  poems  is  made  a  prominent  part  of  this  course. 
Five  hours  credit.    . 

Course  III.  Grammar  is  reviewed  and  continued. 
Composition,  conversation  on  German  life  and  literature, 
reading  and  learning  of  classical  poems  with  biographies 
of  authors,  and  comparisons  of  cognate  forms  receive 
careful  consideration.  Texts:  Thomas'  Practical  Ger- 
man Grammar,  Seidel's  Leberecht  Huehnchen.  Bacon's 
Im  Vaterland.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  IV.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  III. 
Texts  used  are  Gerstaecker's  Germelshausen,  Heyse's 
Anfang  und  Ende,  Wildenbruch  's  Das  Edle  Blut.  Five 
hours  credit. 

Course  V.  Grammar,  composition,  learning  of 
poems.  Texts:  Eichendorff 's  Aus  dem  Leben  eines 
Taugenichts,  Benedix's  Nein,  Riehl's  Fluch  der  Schon- 
heit.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VI.  Rapid  grammar  review.  German  bio- 
graphical and  critical  essays,  songs,  poems  and  conver- 
sation. Texts:  Schiller's  Wilhelm  Tell,  Hatfield's  Ly- 
rics and  Ballads,  Freitag's  Journalisten.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  VII.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  VI. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  theme  writing  and  study 
of  German  literature.    Continue  Lyrics  and  Ballads  and 
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read  Lessing's  Minna  von  Barnhelm  and  Goethe's  Her- 
mann und  Dorothea.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VIII.  This  course  is  intended  for  teachers, 
and  deals  with  methods,  grammar  review,  the  elements 
of  phonetics,  rapid  reading,  and  the  discussion  of  texts 
for  first  and  second  year's  work.    Five  hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY,  CIVICS  AND 

ECONOMICS. 

Mr.  Lewis. 

History. 

Course  I.  History  of  the  United  States— An  ele- 
mentary review  course,  designed  for  those  who  have  had 
no  United  States  History  in  the  high  school.  It  is  a 
general  survey  of  the  whole  field  and  special  emphasis 
is  placed  on  methods  of  teaching.  Map  making,  current 
events,  use  of  classical  literature,  and  of  reference  library 
constitute  important  features.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  American  History — This  course  empha- 
sizes the  constitutional  side  of  United  States  History.  It 
is  intended  to  give  a  better  knowledge  of  the  formation 
and  development  of  our  institutions  than  can  be  had  in 
the  ordinary  high  school  course.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  Ancient  History — From  the  beginnings 
of  civilization  to  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire.  Atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  various  interpretations  of  history, 
especially  the  economic.  Text:  Wolf  son.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  IV.  Medieval  History — From  Charlemagne 
to  Modern  Times.  Attention  is  given  to  some  of  the  so- 
ciological aspects  of  history.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  V.     French  Revolution.    Five  hours  credit. 
Civics. 

Course  I.  This  course  embraces  a  general  treatment 
of  the  government  of  the  nation  and  the  state  of  Nebras- 
ka. A  limited  comparison  of  the  governments  of  South 
Dakota  and  Iowa  with  that  of  Nebraska  is  given.    The 
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subjects  of  Civics  and  History  are  closely  correlated. 
This  course  includes  current  events,  practical  work  in 
holding  elections,  and  the  general  duties  of  citizenship. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  Advanced  Civics  or  Elementary  Politi- 
cal Science — This  course  is  designed  for  more  advanced 
students  who  wish  to  teach  civics  and  history  or  to  do 
further  work  in  college  or  university.  Studies  in  consti- 
tution making,  legislative  methods,  court  decisions,  and 
the  observation  of  actual  processes  in  local  government 
constitute  an  important  feature.     Five  hours  credit. 

DEPAETMENT  OF  LATIN. 

Miss  Piper. 

Course  I.  Beginning  Latin — A  thorough  drill  on 
pronunciation,  vocabulary  and  inflection.  The  aim  of 
the  course  is  to  secure  a  working  vocabulary  suited  to 
the  study  of  Caesar.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  I,  and 
covers  the  ground  usually  included  in  the  first  year  of 
Latin  study.  Text:  Harley  &  Gunnison.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  III.  Caesar — Book  I  or  its  equivalent.  Spe- 
cial attention  given  to  verb  forms  and  grammatical  con- 
struction. One  day  each  week  is  devoted  to  Latin  com- 
position.   Five  hours  credit. 

Course  IV.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  III,  and 
includes  Books  II,  III  and  IV  or  their  equivalent.  Five 
hours  credit. 

Course  V.  Cicero — First  two  orations  against  Cata- 
line.  Latin  composition.  Study  of  Roman  customs. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VI.  Four  orations  and  Latin  composition. 
The  orations  include  the  poet  Archias,  two  orations 
against  Cataline,  or  selected  letters  can  be  read.  The 
orations  are  studied  from  an  oratorical  standpoint.  Five 
hours  credit. 
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Course  VII.  Vergil — First  two  books  of  the  Aeneid. 
Attention  is  given  to  scansion  and  certain  phases  of 
mythology  referred  to  in  the  text.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VIII.  Continuation  of  Course  VII.  Books 
III,  IV.  V  and  VI  completed.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  IX.  This  course  is  devoted  to  the  reading 
from  Livy  or  Tacitus.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  X.  Horace — Selected  odes,  epistles  and  sat- 
ires with  a  study  of  literature  of  the  age  represented. 
Five  1  lours  credit. 

Course  XI.  Teacher's  Latin — This  is  a  course  in- 
volving a  general  review  of  the  grammar,  selected  read- 
ings from  various  authors.  Special  attention  given  to 
methods  of  presentation.    Five  hours  credit. 

MANUAL  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  Huntemer. 

In  answer  to  the  demands  of  the  past  and  to  meet 
future  needs  this  school  has  adequately  equipped  itself 
along  the  line  of  Industrial  and  Vocational  Training. 
The  department  is  equipped  in  the  most  artistic,  practi- 
cal and  scientific  way.  Only  the  highest  grade  of  equip- 
ment in  the  way  of  machines  and  tools  is  in  use.  The 
courses  are  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community 
in  a  logical,  practical  manner. 

The  general  plan  is  to  offer  three  courses  that  the 
student  may  follow: 

First:  A  course  for  those  who  desire  the  work  en- 
tirely for  its  trade  and  practical  value.  Those  enrolling 
in  this  course  will  receive  instruction  in  carpentry, 
blacksmithing,  drawing  and  construction. 

Second:  A  course  intended  for  those  who  wish  to 
prepare  themselves  as  teachers  of  the  work.  Those  en- 
rolling in  this  course  will  receive  instruction  in  organi- 
zation of  manual  training,  elementary  wood  work,  join- 
ery, furniture  construction,  wood  turning,  pattern  mak- 
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ing,  forging,  tool-smithing,  mechanical  drawing,  archi- 
tectural drawing  and  construction. 

Third:  A  course  for  those  who  are  preparing  in  the 
future  to  follow  engineering  work.  Those  enrolling  in 
this  course  will  receive  instruction  in  joinery,  furniture 
construction,  wood  turning,  pattern  making,  forging, 
tool-smithing,  mechanical  drawing  and  construction. 

Short  Practical  Course. 

Course  I.  Carpentry — This  course  is  to  meet  the 
needs  of  young  men  who  live  on  the  farm  and  who  can 
attend  school  only  a  few  months  during  the  year.  The 
general  aim  is  to  teach  the  student  the  proper  use  and 
care  of  the  carpenter  tools  found  on  every  farm  and  to 
enable  him  not  only  to  do  the  repair  work  of  farm  build- 
ings, but  also  to  plan  and  build  them.  To  assist  in  making 
this  work  more  practical  the  student  furnishes  a  prob- 
lem of  his  own  home,  perhaps  a  barn,  house  or  granary, 
and  then  the  entire  framework  is  built  in  miniature. 
Such  problems  as  window  frames,  dormer  windows, 
stairs  and  roof  framing  are  carefully  considered. 

Course  II.  Blacksmithing — The  aim  of  this  course 
is  to  prepare  the  boys  to  do  the  general  repair  work  of 
the  farm.  Topics  considered  are  the  management  of  the 
fire,  the  bending,  shaping  and  welding  of  iron  and  steel. 
The  making  of  rings,  bolts,  wrenches,  cold  chisels,  etc., 
and  the  shaping  and  tempering  of  steel  tools. 

Course  III.  Mechanical  Drawing — The  general  aim 
of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of 
mechanical  drawing  sufficient  to  make  him  capable  of 
planning  farm  buildings  such  as  dwellings,  barns,  gran- 
aries, hog  and  poultry  houses,  of  the  designing  of  con- 
venient cupboards,  cases  and  other  interior  fittings  and 
the  estimating  of  the  cost  of  materials  and  construction. 
Teachers'  Course. 

Course  I.     Forge  Work — A    course    in    blacksmith 
work  in  which  careful  attention  is  given  to  the  proper 
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forging  and  tempering  of  such  tools  as  hammers,  hardies, 
fullers,  chisels,  drills,  etc.  Ornamental  forging  along  the 
line  of  hinges,  hasj^s,  handles,  with  work  in  annealing, 
brazing,  case  hardening,  are  among  the  subjects  consid- 
ered. 

Course  II.  Wood  Turning — A  thorough  course  in 
lathe  work.  Tile  work  consists  in  the  making  of  a  series 
of  exercise  pieces  which  give  familiarity  with  the  wood 
turning  tools  and  lathe  operations,  followed  by  a  series 
of  exercises  in  hard  wood  which  bring  in  the  center  turn- 
ing, fact  plate  work,  fitting  and  polishing. 

Course  III.  Pattern  Making — The  work  in  pattern 
making  is  a  combination  of  work  on  the  bench  and  lathe. 
It  is  by  far  the  most  delicate,  careful  work  in  the  course 
and  aims  to  acquaint  the  student  with  pattern  making 
processes  and  conditions  necessary  to  successful  molding. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 
Mr.  Bright. 
Miss  Jewell. 

Course  I.  Arithmetic — A  thorough  review  of  frac- 
tions, decimals,  compound  numbers,  percentage  and  its 
application  is  given.  Special  attention  is  given  to  analy- 
sis and  form  of  solution.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  Arithmetic — This  course  will  include 
percentage,  mensuration  and  their  applications.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  methods  of  solution  and  presen- 
tation. It  deals  especially  with  the  work  for  grammar 
grades  and  high  schools.     Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  Senior  Arithmetic — This  is  a  general 
survey  of  the  entire  subject  and  includes  methods  and 
devices  for  primary  number  work,  the  teaching  of  di- 
vision, of  fractions,  of  decimals,  and  the  outlining  of 
arithmetic  work  for  the  various  grades.  Two  and  one- 
half  hours  credit. 

Course  IV.  Commercial  Arithmetic — This  includes 
rapid  calculation,  short  methods,  and  the  practical  ap- 
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plications  of  the  subject  to  such  problems  as  the  student 
will  meet  in  every  day  life.  Its  aim  is  accuracy  and 
rapidity  in  the  manipulation  of  figures.  All  antiquated 
and  obsolete  parts  of  arithmetic  are  eliminated.  Five 
hours  credit. 

Course  V.  Mental  Arithmetic — This  course  is  de- 
signed for  all  grades  of  students  who  expect  to  teach 
arithmetic.  Its  aim  is  to  develop  a  clear,  concise,  logical 
method  of  thinking.  No  course  is  offered  which  is  more 
worthy  of  the  time  and  effort  of  the  student  than  this 
time-honored  subject  of  our  fathers.    Three  hours  credit. 

Course  VI.  Algebra — Algebraic  Notation,  the  funda- 
mental operations,  highest  common  factor,  fractions,  sim- 
ple equations.  This  course  is  intended  primarily  for  be- 
ginners.   Five  hours  credit. 

Course  VII.  Algebra — This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  VI  and  includes  theory  of  exponents,  radicals  and 
the  simpler  forms  of  quadratic  equations.  Five  hours 
credit. 

Course  VIII.  Algebra — This  course  includes  quad- 
ratic equations,  review  of  radicals,  ratio  and  proportion, 
imaginary  quantities,  arithmetical  and  geometrical  pro- 
gressions with  their  applications,  a  simple  treatment  of 
the  binomial  theorem  and  logarithms.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  IX.  College  Algebra — This  includes  a  gen- 
eral review  of  radicals,  exponents  and  quadratic  equa- 
tions. It  also  includes  the  general  development  of  the 
binomial  theorem  and  the  logarithmic  series,  permuta- 
tions and  combinations,  theory  of  equations  and  such 
other  phases  of  advanced  algebra  as  the  time  and  ability 
of  the  class  will  permit.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  X.  Plane  Geometry — Much  attention  is  giv- 
en to  the  form  of  statement  and  demonstration.  The 
work  covers  about  the  first  three  books  of  the  subject 
as  presented  by  Milne  and  includes  much  original  work 
by  the  student.    Five  hours  credit. 
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Course  XI.  Plane  Geometry — This  is  a  continuation 
of  Course  X  and  completes  the  subject  as  presented  by 
Milne.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XII.  Solid  Geometry — This  includes  the 
usual  course  in  Solid  Geometry  and  its  application  in  the 
solution  of  practical  problems.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XIII.  Trigonometry — This  includes  the 
study  of  trigonometrical  functions,  the  solution  of  tri- 
angles, the  deriving  of  formula,  and  the  practical  appli- 
cation of  the  subject  to  surveying,  navigation  and  astron- 
omy.   Five  hours  credit. 

Course  XIV.  Analytical  Geometry — This  course  is 
designed  for  those  who  desire  to  do  special  work  in 
higher  mathematics  and  covers  the  ground  as  usually 
presented  by  the  ordinary  texts.    Five  hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 
Mr.  Coleman. 

Course  I.  Beginning  Music — This  course  includes 
major  and  minor  scales,  sight  reading,  ear  training,  in- 
tervals, rhythm,  time,  note  values,  treatment  of  mono- 
tones, and  includes  all  of  the  work  of  the  first  eight 
grades  of  public  school  music.    Two  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  course  deals  with  methods  of  pre- 
sentation and  includes  all  phases  of  public  school  music 
through  the  grammar  grades  and  high  school.  It  deals 
with  elementary  harmony,  music  history  and  practice 
work  in  directing.  Practical  music  problems  are  pre- 
sented to  the  students  of  this  course,  and  these  problems 
are  worked  out  by  the  class  under  the  supervision  of  the 
music  director.    Two  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  Chorus  Work — This  course  is  open  to 
all  students  who  read  music  readily.  It  gives  ample  op- 
portunity to  develop  good  musical  taste.  Special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  anthems,  quartette  and  glee  club  work. 

Course  IV.  This  course  is  orchestra  work  and  is 
open  to  all  students  of  the  school  who  desire  to  become 
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members  of  an  orchestra  and  who  can  play  some  sort  of 
an  instrument. 

Instrumental  Music. 

While  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  State  Normal 
School  to  build  up  a  department  of  instrumental  music 
yet  we  recognize  the  fact  that  there  are  many  teachers 
who  desire  to  improve  themselves  in  this  direction  while 
taking  the  regular  course  preparatory  to  teaching.  To 
meet  this  condition  we  have  a  number  of  pianos  to  rent 
to  students  for  practice.  Instruction  in  piano  is  given  by 
Miss  Effie  Buffington,  Miss  Edna  Neely  and  Mrs.  J.  T. 
House,  all  of  whom  are  teachers  of  splendid  ability  and 
successful  experience.  All  private  lessons  are  75  cents 
each. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 

Mr.  Britell. 

Physics. 

Course  I.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  accurate  and  practical  information,  to  develop 
his  powers  of  observation,  to  train  him  to  reason  logically 
and  express  clearly  his  conclusions.  Special  effort  is 
made  to  develop  in  the  student  an  understanding  of  those 
physical  principles  which  underlie  the  study  of  geogra- 
phy, physiology,  botany  and  zoology.  Laboratory  work 
is  followed  not  as  an  end  in  itself,  but  as  an  aid  in  secur- 
ing clear  conception  of  the  principles  and  phenomena  con- 
sidered in  the  subject.  Each  topic  is  dealt  with  in  three 
ways — by  the  use  of  the  text,  by  class  lecture  and  demon- 
strations, and  by  experiment.  The  course  covers  mechan- 
ics of  solids,  liquids,  gases,  sound,  fusion  and  vaporiza- 
tion. Three  hours  per  week  are  devoted  to  recitation 
and  four  hours  per  week  to  laboratory.  Text:  Hoadley 
and  reference  library.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  A  prerequisite  of  this  course  is  Algebra 
and  Plane  Geometry.  It  includes  heat  (calorimetry  and 
work),  magnetism,  electricity,  light  and  invisible  radia- 
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tion.  Special  attention  is  given  to  improvising  apparatus 
and  the  planning  of  equipment  for  high  schools.  Text: 
Hoadley  and  reference  library.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  This  is  a  more  intensive  study  of  the 
entire  grounds  covered  by  Courses  I  and  II.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  laboratory  methods.  Text:  Carhart 
&  Chute  College  Physics. 

Chemistry. 

Course  I.  This  course  gives  a  general  view  of  the 
field  of  chemical  knowledge  and  relates  this  to  the  facts 
of  everyday  life.  It  includes  the  study  of  oxygen,  hy- 
drogen, water,  nitrogen,  air,  acids,  bases,  salts,  sulphur, 
carbon  and  halogen  group.  Newell 's  laboratory  manual 
is  followed  and  a  carefully  prepared  notebook  is  required. 
Three  hours  per  week  is  devoted  to  recitation  and  four 
hours  to  laboratory.    Text:  Newell.    Five  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  This  course  consists  largely  of  the  study 
of  metals,  the  atomic  theory  and  the  periodic  law.  Some 
simple  organic  compounds  are  studied.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  some  of  the  more  important  industrial  chemi- 
cal processes,  also  to  methods  of  teaching  in  secondary 
schools.  The  same  division  of  time  is  made  in  regard  to 
recitation  and  laboratory  as  in  Course  I.  Text:  Newell. 
Five  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  This  course  includes  a  general  survey 
of  the  entire  field  covered  by  Courses  I  and  II.  Qual- 
itative work  in  metals  is  given  special  attention.  The 
student  is  required  to  prepare  for  laboratory  use  at  least 
twenty  compounds.  Organic  chemistry  as  presented  by 
Eemsen  is  given.    Text :  Remsen.    Five  hours  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  READING,  ELOCUTION  AND 
PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Miss  McBeth. 
Reading  and  Elocution. 
Course  I.     Reading — This  course  is  intended  especi- 
ally for  those  who  are  preparing  to  take  the  state  exam- 
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i nations,  and  who  are  seeking  methods  of  presenting  the 
subject.  The  work  as  outlined  in  Sherman  &  Reed's  Es- 
sentials  of  Teaching  Beading  is  thoroughly  covered- 
Three  hours  credit. 

Course  II.  Elocution — Instruction  in  the  manage- 
ment and  regulation  of  the  breath,  the  proper  use  of  the 
body  in  the  development  of  vocal  energy.  Application 
of  force,  stress,  pitch,  rate,  quantity  and  emphasis. 
Three  hours  credit. 

Course  III.  Public  Speaking — A  class  in  public 
speaking  open  to  all  students  will  meet  twice  a  week 
throughout  the  entire  school  year.  The  object  of  this 
class  is  to  bring  the  student  before  the  public.  Work 
will  be  given  in  platform  appearance,  extemporaneous 
speaking,  orations,  etc.    Two  hours  credit. 

Course  IV.  Orthography  and  Orthoepy  —  This 
course  includes  rules  of  spelling  and  pronunciation,  dia- 
critical markings,  syllabification  and  accent. 

Physical  Culture. 

Instruction  in  physical  culture  is  given  during  the 
entire  course.  Personal  attention  is  paid  to  each  indi- 
vidual and  the  number  of  members  in  each  class  is  lim- 
ited. The  training  is  based  upon  the  Swedish  and  Ger- 
man systems  of  free  movements  and  gymnastics. 

Course  I.  Exercises  to  acquire  a  symmetrical  de- 
velopment of  the  body  as  a  basis  for  health  and  grace. 
Physical  examination  of  all  students  requiring  personal 
attention  is  made  and  special  work  assigned  to  remove 
their  disabilities. 

Course  II.  This  course  includes  various  kinds  of 
cali sthenic  exercises  such  as  should  be  given  in  every 
school  and  does  not  include  the  use  of  apparatus.  Sim- 
ple exercises  are  also  given  using  dumb  bells,  Indian 
clubs  and  wands.
